JOHN WILLIAM LIGON 
A.B., M.A., D.D. 


1869 - 1925 


The late John William Ligon, of Raleigh, was a teacher, 
minister, business man and counselor. He was Principal 
of Garfield School from 1900 to 1919. Prior to that 
time he was substitute Principal of the Washington School. 
He was a dynamic teacher and good disciplinarian, and 
held the respect of teachers, parents and pupils. After 
leaving the school he became Managing Editor of The 
Union Reformer, an organ of the State Baptist Conven- 
tion, which grew tremendously in circulation and assets. 


John W. Ligon was ordained to the ministry in 1902, 
and served as Pastor of the Tupper Memorial Baptist 
Church where his popularity and success was of such 
that he was chosen Moderator of the Wake Baptist Asso- 
ciation which at the time had a membership of over 
7,000. Under his dynamic leadership the receipts of the 
association increased over 300 per cent. 


John W. Ligon was an influential Citizen and his counsel 
was sought by men and women throughout the State. 
He always stood for the right and never winked at a 
crooked deal. He was straight forward and a Christian

In the year nineteen hundred and fifty-seven when Russia launched its first space rocket 
Sputnik, in Raleigh, North Carolina, at J. W. Ligon Junior-Senior High School a group of 234 
eager, ambitious and enthusiastic freshmen were just beginning their long academic journey 
toward higher education. 


Realizing that we lived in a fast moving world, we wasted no time in getting started on 
our journey with H. E. Brown the new principal, and our advisors Mesdames R. B. Williams, 
M. R. Cook, |. W. Washington, Miss M. E. Ligon, P. H. Williams and G. F. Newell. Quickly we 
became organized and chose William Crocket our student leader. 


Wiley Latham, 
William Crockett, Robert Jones, and Thomas Bennet became active participants in the Little Blues 
athletic activities; Carolyn Mack was a stalwart on the cheering squad; Paulette Poe also brought 
honor to our class when she was crowned Miss Ligon Junior High at the annual coronation ball. 


Now that the first orbit on our journey was completed we advanced to the position of 
Sophomores.
